Independence of Parlia- 
ment. 

Under all systems of constitutional 
government the independence of Par- 
liament is n matter of no little con- 
sequence. Under a responsible form 
of administration and with a House 
numerically small the principle derives 
accumulative importance. The object 
of the present article is to point out 
that tho independence of our littlo 
Parliament is threatened, — -not in the 
waj guarded against by constitutional 
chocks, but in a way no less fraught 
with danger to tho public interests,— 
as will presently appear. During tho 
vory first sossion Provincial patronage 
was brought to bear upon members 
suspected of independence or radi- 
calism; but, to tho honor of Parliament 
be it said, only ono visibly succumbed 
to tho seductive influence. Several 
instances are known in which the 
tempting baitwas indignantly spurned. 
That thore were instances in which 
members were kept in a more conser- 
vative condition of mind by having 
baits dangling over their heads during 
tho session, wo will not venture todeny, 
—but more of this anon. The danger 
would have been less formidable had 
it been confined to Provincial patronage, 
in respect of which tho people could, 
sooner or later, exercise their constitu- 
tional power — the constitution making 
the Ministry responsible to tho people 
for tho dispensation of Provincial pat- 
ronage But tho chief danger to tho 
independence of Parliament is to be 
apprehended from the use or pretended 
use of Federal patronage for Provin- 
cial objects. It will readily be seen 
that if tho Governor or if any ono of 
his Ministers can succeed in making 
members believe that Federal patron- 
age can and will bo employed for the 
purpose of rewarding their loyalty to 
tho Provincial Government the inde- 
pendence of Parliament is, indeed, in 
imminent peril. In "other words, if 
the Government are permitted not 
only to make a reckless use of patron- 
age constitutionally at their disposal, 
butof Federal patronage, to which they 
havo no right, for the purpose of cor- 
rupting and purchasing tho support of 
members, then, indeed, is the indepen- 
dence of Parliament in danger, and 
our boasted People's Government is a 
delusion and a snare, -unless, indeed, 
it can be shown that the Parliament 
of this Province is composed of material 
incapable of corruption and in no 
degree susceptible to the softening inllii- 
oncca of patronage. That Federal patron- 
age has been used in some instances 
nnd attempted to be used in others is be- | 
yond contrr.diction. That the Local Gov- j 
ernmont has hud any considerable amount 
of Federal patronage within its fingers wo 
do not believe. That it has pretended to 
a great deal, we know; but tho danger is 
much the same whether the power to dis- 
pense Federal patronage be real 1 1 1" pre- 
tended. Tho evil consequences of an in- 
dulgence in this sort of game are not merely 
local. They are likely to have a wider 
range, and [tend to undermine the loyalty 
of this people to the Dominion Govern- 
ment. It just corns to this: If the Local 
Government are permitted to uso or pre- 
tend to use Federal patronage for the pur- 
pose of keeping themselves in office con- 
trary to the popular wish, the popular 
mind will gradually but surely become 
hostile to tho supreme Government which 
permits such a misuse of its patronage. 
That such will ho the natural and inevita- 
ble result of the little patronage game 
now being played in this Province goes 
without talking. That such results have 
even already begun to manifest themselves 
in this community is beyond question. 
Nothing could tend more to depopularize 
the Dominion Government in this Pro- 
vince than to permit an unpopular Local 
Government to trade upon Federal pa- 
tronage. Nothing could tend more sure- 
ly to build up a Grit wing on the shores 
of tho Pacific than for the Provincial Gov- 
ernment to be allowed to employ Federal 
gold for tho purpose of sowing discord 
and dissatisfaction amongst the very party 
to which the Dominion Government 
should look and have looked for support, 
All that wo ask is thai the prcsenl Minis- 
try may bo left to stand mi their own 
bottom, and the breath of public opinion 
will very soon blow them over and clear 
the way for men of more practical ami 
liberal ideas—men who believe in Re- 
sponsible Government, know what, it is 
and mean to carry it out in its true spirit 
and integrity. 

"Who is He ? 

Somebody in this community is 
writing letters to the Ottawa "Free 
Press," and a local contemporary 
makes a practice of reproducing them 
here. From one of the letters, repub- 
lished yesterday, we clip the following: 
"A strong effort was made by a ring 
of capitalists to oust Mr, DeCosmos 
whoso independence does not suit the 
Nathan clique, and a vigorous effort 
was made to defeat him. Mr DeCos- 
mos is emphatically tho favorite of the 
people, while Mr. Nathan, is the repre- 
sentative of the official c : rcles. The 
figlij; was even. Mr. Boavcn received 
only a small number of votes, out of 
the whole number, which was only 5'65, 
It is claimed by tho adherents of Mr. 
Nathan that he would hence be the 
"senior" representative; though in 
point of age. experience, ability and 
popularity, Mr. DeCosmos is unques- 
tionably the most important represen- 
tative man for this district." The 
circumstance of Mr. Nullum having 
gone in at tho hear! of the poll and 
Mr. !>o( .,, . at the (nil of it, ought, 
one would tui»k, to constitute a toler- 
ably conclusive answer to Mr. Corres- 
pondent's ncmseuso about the "favorite 



of the people." Tho assertion that 
"Mr Nathan is the representative of 
official circles" is, indeed, in strange 
contrast with facts. It is a well known 
fact that tho officials supported Mr. 
Beaven as against Mr. Nathan, a lead- 
ing member of flu; Government making a 
personal canvass through tho District for 
him, — a circumstance which doubtless 
contributed to the smallnoss of tlio num- 
ber of votes polled by that gentleman. 
While carefully concealing the fact that 
Mr. Nathan received the largest number 
of votes, the correspondent says "hence" 
Mr. Nathan's friends claim that he will 
be the senior member, and then proceeds 
to show why such ought not to be tho case. 
To what docs the adverb referV And, 
pray, Mr. Correspondent, why should not 
Sir. Nathan's adherents claim that dis- 
tinction for him V That was the real 
issue. — Mr. Nathan fought for tho posi- 
tion and won. Oh, but Mr. DeCosmos is 
an older, abler and more experienced po- 
litician. Hut what of that? Wisdom 
does not always come of age; nor is ex- 
perience always turned to profit. As for 
"ability," that had bettor be left, an open 
question. But, admitting all, how much 
greater the honor of beating him! As we 
have already intimated , the real struggle 
was as to which should be the '"senior 
member." Mr. Nathan won that distinc- 
tion, and all the anonymous scribblers 
in this community cannot deprive him of 
it. But who is tins extremely impartial 
and veracious correspondent, whose mis- 
representations we have had to expose 
more than onceV He seems to take a won- 
derful interest in Mr. DeCosmos, and vico 
versa. Surely an old, experienced and 
able politician would nut lie guilty of 
sounding his own praise in an Ottawa 
paper and then re-echoing it in his own 
organ here! Perish the thought!

Arrival of the Otter from 
Skecna. 

Tlio Otter arrived from Skecna at 7:30 
a. ru. yesterday with 118 passengers. The 
news from mines is on the whole very 
discouraging, only about ten claims in 
the whole country are paying. Discpvory 
Bar and a claim on Manson Creek are 
paying about §20 per day to the hand. 
Onr informant states that the diggings are 
all shallow, only the Discovery Bar being 
over 3 feet deep. No distinct lead can bo 
struck; it appears to be scattered around , 
A man may take out S3 in a pan of dii 
and then will not make a dollar in a wn 
Peace River Smith and some others ha- o 
found good prospects on OsaLinka river 
and all with the exception of Smith, have 
. taken a year's grub and lefl for thai dis- 
trict. The following is the account of the 
Otter's trip for "which we are indebted to 
Purser Smith: 

Tho Otter arrived this morning from 
the north with 126 passengers fromSkeena 
(22 from Woodcock's and 101 from Es- 
sington). On the way up called at Na- 
naimo, Comox, Ahnt Bay, Fort Rupert, 

Bella Bella, Port Essington, Woodcock's 

Landing, Metlakathla, and arrived at Fort 
Simpson on the Kith Oct. Left again on 
the 17th., and touched on the way down 
at Woodcock's, Port Essington, Bella Bel- 
la, Fort Rupert and Departure Bay. A 
party were preparing to start from Wood- 
cock's in a sloop lor Queen Charlotte's Is- 
land to prospeot. Mr. Fawcett and Mr. 
Deans accompany them as passengers to 
tho coal mine. Tho schooner Nanaimo 
Packet was at Fort Simpson when the Ot- 
ter left. The steamer G. S. Wright ar- 
rived at Tongas on the 14th Oct. on her 
■way north. Tho Otter brought down 
about $10,000 in gold dust besides what 
was in private hands. 

ADDITIONAL. 

From a miner who loft Germansen 
Creek on the 7th October we learn that a 
tremendous freshet occurred nn Ger- 
mansen and Manson creeks on tho 30th 
September and 1st October, which swept 
away tlunies, wingdams, sluices, wheels — 
indeed, all tho machinery that happened 
to be in tho creek — and filled tho claims. 
This freshet compelled the men to leave 
a fortnight earlier than they would other- 
wise have done. The wreck wascomplete 
and tho damage very great. The rise w»s 
equal to tho sjiring freshet and tho water 
was very high when our informant left. 
The nights were cold and frosty. Fry- 
ingpanPassia in good order, tho logs 
having been all cut out. The money vot- 
ed (for a wonder) was well expended ; but 
this is explained by the fact thai tho work 
'\ was done under tho superintendence of 
Mr. Fitzgerald, S.M. Skeeua Kivor was 
high and the health of residents good. 

Tho general result of the mining season 
has not been flattering; but the diggings 
will be worked for years. There are a 
few good claims. The Discovery bench 
on Manson Creek was still paying and 
promised well for nexl year. It paid an 
ounce a day to the hand the entire season. 
The Discovery Claim on Lost Creek was 
paying 50 or 60 ozs. "per week to 1 or 5 
men. Jim May and party took out ton 
months' provisions to give Strange River 
(a tributary of tho Omineca) a thorough 
trial, i They regard appearances as favor- 
able and found a small prospect in deep 
ground. 

The health of tho camp was good. Mr. 
Pago is wintering as Recorder at German- 
sen Oreok. Mr. Fitzgerald, S. M., will 
winter either at Stuart or Tatlah Lake. 
Not more than nil men will winter in the 
' mines and the aoxi arrival from Ske ma 
will bring 124 men.

avoided, the dry sandy patches where 
sleep, &c, &c, they need but very 
"looking after." This is especially 
case with cattle raised on the spot, 
thoroughly inured to the climate, 

Perhaps a cow here and there nvayoaive 
and must he stabled for H few days, or an 
ox breaks through tho ice and lias to be 
pulled qui , or another one strains itself 
by slipping, and has to ho "semi to."
